They 
brought letters from Weyler to Romero 
Robledo, who is sure to contribute to them 
with his political elements. Romero Rob-

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CHICAGO HORSE SHOW IS OPEN. 


Three Thousand People Gather to Hear the. Concert of the 
United States Marine Band and See the Jump- 
ers Go Over the Hurdles, 


Weather indications for today—Coldand rainy. 


The horse show opened at 3 p. m. yester- 
day with an attendance of 3,000 people, amid 
all the surroundings that will mark it dur- 
ing the week. The chief feature of the day 
was the two concerts of the Marine Band. 


Few of the box-holders were 2 the 


Those who attended received more enter- 
tainment than they had expected and more 
than was announced. The program in- 
cluded nothing but the two concerts of the 
Marine Band, but in addition to these there 
was a display of hunters over the hurdles, 
‘which the cfowd loudly applauded. The 
hounds of the Monmouth County Hunt were 
also shown. | 

All was in readiness when the crowd be- 
gan to arrive shortly before 2 o’clock, and 
the few things that remained to he done were 
being attended to by a few workmen scat- 
tered over the building. 

The arriving crowds headed almost im- 
mediately for the stables at the north end 
of the building, and gathered many deep 
about the small exercising ring, where the 
horses were being handled by their grooms. 
Several fancy gaited riding horses were 
exhibited there to the throngs of ecmiring 
onlookers during the afternoon. * 

From the exercising ring the people scat - 
tered all through the stalls. The lady-like 
saddie horses, the big Clydesdales and 
Percherons, the cattle, the dogs, and all 
the various attractions that are stored in 
this magic cabinet, ready to burst forth 
in their regular order as the attractions of 
the show, were devoured by greedy eyes. 

Among the crowd were several members 
of Uncle Sam’s cavalry, which is to appear 
during the week, who had strolled over 
from their quarters in the grounds of the 
Washington ‘Park club. These looked on 
at the exercising of the saddle horses with 
the eyes of connoisscurs and seemed to 
care but little for tho other occupants of 
the stables. 

After the tour of the stables the greater 
portion of the crowd returned to the seats 
ond settled themselves to look about at the 
building and wait for the beginning of the 
concert. In the ring were a dozen stable 
boys with brass-buttoned red jackets and 
caps and white duck trousers, and four foot- 
men arrayed in the regulation raiment of 
their. sort. These attachés stood about in 
groups and alone, forming an interesting 
and picturesque part of the general scene. 

The ring presented the same appearance 
as if the show were already in full swing, 
with its group of stable boys and footmen. 
The judges’ platform was occupied by mes- 
senger boys and fitted out with desks and 
tables for the use of the judges when they

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FALLS DEAD IN HIS BRIDE’S ARMS 


Alonzo Barnes, Aged 72 Years, a Pioneer of Illinois and Later 
a Resident of Lincoln, Neb., Expires During His 


Honeymoon at 


Palmer Houge. 


Alonzo Barnes, a pioncer of Illinois, the 
founder of Prairie City, and of more recent 
years a citizen of Lincoln, Neb., died sud- 
denly in the arms of his bride of three days 
at the Palmer House yesterday morning. 


Heart disease was the cause of death. 


The end came reacafully and without pain. 
So calm, indeed, were the last moments of

permit the undertaker to remove the body. 

The dead man had a daughter, Mrs. A. A. 
Pfanstiehl, residing in Highland Park. 

Alonzo Barnes was past 72 years of age, 
while his widow; whom he married on 
Wednesday evening at Lincoln, Neb., was 
56 years old. Their marriage was the final 
chapter of a life romance, and it was only 
on Sunday that the first of a large number 
of congratulatory telegrams were received 
by the happy pair. Last evening telegrams 
of condolence were received by the widow, 
for the news of the death had spread much 
faster than had the news of the happy little 
wedding of less than a week ago. 

Mr. and Mrs. Barnes registered at the 
Palmer House early Thursday morning. 
After that time Mr. Barnes appeared in 
splendid health and frequently remarked 
upon the fact that he felt younger and 
stronger than he ever had before. Early 
yesterday morning, however, he complained 
of a slight pain in the region of the heart. 
He was subject to heart failure and at once 
notified Dr. Barrett, the house physician, 
who attended him, advising quiet for a few 
hours. Medicine was prescribed and taken 
and later Mr. Barnes seemed fully recovered. 

Suddenly he arose from the chair that he 
had been occupying and, staggering towards 
the bed, fell facedown. Mrs. Barnes rushed 
to the side of her husband and lifted him to 


a sitting position, and, supporting him in her 


arms, endeavored to learn from him if he 
was in pain. For a moment the sufferer 
seemed to recetve his strength again, and, 
half smiling in his anxious wife's face, laid 
his head on her shoulder and died. Gently 
the wife laid the head of the dead husband on 
the pillow, and, summoning a Dell boy, sent 
for Dr. Barrett. 

When the physician arrived he made a 


hasty examination and pronounced Mr. 


Barnes dead. The wife refused to believe 
his statement, and was endeavoring to bring 
her dead husband back to consciousness 
when Mrs. A. A. Pfanstiehl, his daughter 
and wife of the Rev. Mr. Pfanstiehl of High- 
land Park, entered the room. Her father 
had passed away almost as she was enter- 
ing his apartments\in answer to an invita- 
tion to dine with him and her stepmother. 

Silently the widow remained seated at the 
bedside, still refusing to believe ‘the man 
who had led her to the altar but a few days 
before was now cold in death. 

Alonzo Barnes was born in the northern 
part of Connecticut in 1825 and spent his 
boyhood in New Haven. He received his 
education at one of the then famous old 


New England colleges and came to Illinois 
in his twentieth year. He settled in Mo- 


Donough County and bought a farm, which 


is now the site of Prairie City. The Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy completed its survey 
a few months after Mr. Barnes had sown his 
first crop, and, finding that the road was to 
run by his property, he was quick:to ping his 
Lapportumity — n ;

to Nebraska. Since that time Mr. Barnes 
had been prominently identified with real 
estate matters in Lincoln and was credited 
with possessing a large fertune. He was 
a member of the Baptist Church, and for 
years had been a liberal contributor to the 
Baptist funds. 

Mrs. Barnes died five years ago. For 
twenty years Mr. Barnes had been suffering, 
from organic heart trouble, and upon the’ 
death of his wife his health began to decline 
rapidly.

Pfanstiehl, pastor of the Highland Park 
Presbyterian Church; and Edwin Barnes, 


manager. of the Dun Mercantile Agency at 


Lincoln. 

The children had all consented to their 
father’s matriage with the woman of his 
choice, and the home coming of the aged 
bridal couple was to be made as happy as 
affectionate children could make it.

n Confident of Being Able 
to Carry the State—Claims of 
; the Popocrats. 


Des Moines, a., Oct. 31: —[Special.]—The 


various Central committees have ended 
their work and the members of the Repub- 
lican committee have gone to their homes 
to vote. Chairman Walsh of the Popocrat- 
le. committee will romain until tomorrow, 
but says the campaign is closed so far as his 
committee is concerned. There will be 
Speeches in a number, of the counties by 
local speakers tomorrow night, and then 
will come the waiting for the verdict.

CULLOM AND BRYAN IN TOWN. 


They Visit Chicago on Their Return 
Home from the Political Cam- 
paign in Ohio. 


Senator Shelby M. Cullom and William J. 
Bryan spent yesterday in Chicago on the 
way to their homes from the Ohio battle 
field. The Senator stopped at the Audi- 
torium Annex and the late candidate for the 
Presidency at the Tremont. 

Mr. Bryan was greatly fatigued from his 
Ohio trip. He dined at 6 p. m. at the Sher- 
man House as the guest of A. C. Bentley of 
the Democratic State committee. He left 
later for Lincoln, Neb. 

Senator Cullom left late in the evening for 
Springfield. He received many friends dur- 
ing the day and talked freely on politics. 

The situation in Ohio,“ said he, seems 
to incline toward the Republican side, al- 
though there will be a hot fight there, I 
have talked with many of the leading men 
in the State and they are all of the same 
opinion. Mr. Bushnell is a great favorite of 
the people, and I have no doubt of his elec- 
tion. 

In regard to Mr. Bryan’s campaign 
there, continued Mr. Cullom, I will say 
that, in talking his old silver stuff, he is 
doing us fully as much good as he is doing 
himself. The people, in this time of pros- 
perity, are not in the mood to sympathize 
with him. They will not let him throw Mr. 
Hanna out of the Senate.”’ 

Questioned regarding the situation in Ili- 
nois Senator Cullom replied: : 

“The situation here is all any one can 
want. Why, in the railroad business alone 
no less than 20,000 more men are employed 
this year than last. We need a reappor- 
tionment, yes. As a Republican and as a 
citizen I would be glad to see the State re- 
districted. As it is now, we need a majority 
of 50.000 votes to have a majority in the 
Legislature. I do not think the Governor 
will convene a special session on that issue 
alone, but one is called I believe that a 
more fair apportionment will be made. I 
regard the reform of the rev enue and of the 
primary laws as good measures.’ 

Senator Cullom was non-committal when 
asked his opinion of Mayor Harrison's visit 
to New York. Neither would he give outa 
conjecture as to the outcome of the élection 
there. 

The Senator did not go to Cleveland on his 
tour. Senators Frye, Burrows, and Foraker 
‘had all been there recently, so he spent his 
time in the lesser cities.

Juneau, Alaska, Oct. 21, via. Seattle, Oct. 
31.—{Special.]J—In the same mail in which 
this letter goes there will go to Attorney 
General McKenna at Washington a warning 
of a .wildcat filibustering scheme, which 
for daring can be likened only to Jameson's 
raid in the Transvaal. 

It is nothing less than a plan to seize Daw- 
son City in the name of the United States 
and open the reserved claims for imme- 
diate operation. The story comes here from 
United States Commissioner J. N. Smith at 
Dyea, and it has general belief at that place. 
The United States; Marshal has considered 
it of sufficient importance to notify the 
Washington authorities at once. 

Jones of Port Townsend, thé newspaper 
man, who was the first man appointed 
United States Commissioner at St. Michael, 
and J. J. Rutledge, the United States Deputy 
Marshal at Circle City, are said to be the 
chief fillbusters. Jones did not go to St. 
Michael at once on his appointment, and it 
was said that he had resigned. So Shep- 
pard of Nebraska was appointed in his 
place. Both Jones and Rutledge are vent- 
uresome fellows, quite capable of conceiv- 
ing and trying to carry out such a scheme. 

According to the story, Jones and Rut- 
l4dge figure it this way: They mean to de- 
clare that the Klondike gold fields are in 
the United States territory, taking advan- 
tage, for that purpose, of the fact that the 
boundary line has not been definitely de- 
clared, although they know as well as any- 
body eise that the disputed part of the 
boundary line does not affect that terri- 
tory. There are about 5,000 miners in the 
Hlondike region; and nearly all of them are 
United States citizens. They are very in- 
dignant at what they consider the oppres- 
sion and unjust ekactions of the Cana Jian 
mining laws, under which they are com- 
pelled to pay a heavy royalty, and the size 
of their claims is reduced greatly. 

It is alleged that Jones and Rutledge pro- 
pooe, after all communication is cut off for 
the winter, to go to Dawson and formally 
hoist the Stars and Stripes, declaring that 
all the fields are on United States soil and 
therefore opefh for entry. 

They rely on the hearty support of the 
5,000 American miners to overawe the few 
British mounted police and to defeat them 
if it comes to a question of fighting. They 
mean to declare martial law, with them- 
selves as commanders and their gang of 
filibusters.as officials, and no one will be 
allowed to leave for the coast. 

In the meantime all the claims now «re- 
served for the crown will be located and 
worked to their full capacity. In this way 
millions of dollars’ worth of dust will be 
taken out and secured before either gov- 
ernment can raise a hand to prevent it.

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FORECAST OF THE ELECTION IN VARIOUS STATES 


Impartial Reviews of the Campaigns in New York, Ohio, and Maryland by the Associated Press 
Indicate General Republican Victories, Though the Mayoralty in Greater New 
York Is Likely to Be Won by the Tammany Candidate. 


A review of the political situation in the State of New York by the Associated Press shows an unusually chaotic condition It 
is expected that the Democrats will reduce the Republican majority in the Legislature, without securing control of that body. It 
is probable that the Republican candidate for Supreme Court Judge will be elected. In Greater New York the chances appear to 
favor Van Wyck, the Tammany candidate for Mayor. 

In Ohio the indications are that the Kkepublicans will elect their State and legislative tickets. 

If the Democrats win Gorman will most likely be re@lected Senator. 


All agree that Maryland is in doubt. 
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Albany, N. V., Oct. 31.—Twenty-four hours 
before the practical closing of the cam- 
paign finds a condition as chaotic as has ever 
been apparent in the politics of New York 
State, and this is due not to any lack of 
well defined ideas of how the vote would 
run if State issues alone and the election 
of an Assembly were the prevailing factors, 
but to the infection of some of the most 
bitter municipal contests that have ever 
prevailed in the cities of the State. 

In Greater New York, Albany, Rochester, 
Syracuse, and Buffalo, the five greatest 
cities of the State, there will close tomorrow 
campaigns upon local issues that have been 
notably bitter. That these local affairs will 
have a bearing upon the vote for the only 
State offices in controversy, the Chief Juage- 
ship of the Court of Appeals, must be con- 
ceded, and that they will have a still great- 
er bearing upon the Assembly district con- 
tests is also apparent. 


Chances Favor Republicans. 


The indications are that, while the contest 
for the Chief Judgeship of the Court of 
Appeals will be a spirited one, the chances 
are distinctly in favor of the election of the 
Republican candidate. The belief is general 
that the Republican vote in central and 
western New York that has for the last two 
or three years been abnormally large will 


be in some measure reduced, but there are 


no indications that it will fall below its own 
normality, which is to bring down to New 
York City a plurality of 65,000, with which 
to meet any plurality which the Democrats 
delow there can show. In the last two years 
the plurality in the cities that make ‘up 
Greater New York has been ‘a Republican 
one, and the best computation of Democrats 
of their expected plurality in that district 
is 85,000, so that, upon their basis of fig- 
ures, unless a landslide occurs, the Repub- 
lican candidate for Appeals Judge must be 
elected. 

The Democratic candidate has some ad- 
vantages, however, in being plated twice 
upon the ticket and in newspaper pow oi 


ment, and these things may prove of greater 
aid than has been anticipated. It is of 4

Indeed, the Re- 
publican managers have at all times be- 
lieved that this was not only possible, but 
highly probable. The next Assembly will, 
however, be still Republican by a very good 
majority, but the Democrats will accomplish 
one thing for which they are evidently 
striving, the reduction of the Republican 
mafority to such an extent that in such re- 
duction they may see hape of a Democratic 
House in 1899, when a successor to Senator 
Edward Murphy is to be elected. The Re- 
publicans profess to believe that it will be 
a good thing for the party to have a smaller 
r portion of Republicans while still retain- 
ing a majority within their party. The 
localities where the Democrats expect to 
gain most largely are New York and Kings 
Counties. 

In the. former they expect to capture the 
Tenth, Thirtieth, Thirty-third, Thirty- 
fourth, Thirty-fifth, and the First West- 
chester, in addition to those they now hold, 
and this will give them twenty-seven mem- 
bers out of thirty-seven. In Kings they are 
claiming to be able to get twelve of the 


twenty-one districts at the least, calculating. 


to gain in the Sixth, Seventh, Twelfth, 
Thirteenth, and Fifteenth. Districts, in ad- 
dition to those they now hold. In the upper 
State counties those mentioned as gaining 
points are: Albany, Chemung, Rensselaer, 
Oneida, mondaga, Erie, and Niagara. 


Tammany to Win in the City. 


No contest In politics of a purely local 
nature has ever created such interest in the 
up-State counties as has the Greater New 
York contest for Mayor, and the. death of 
one of the foremost candidates has but added 
to that interest. From carefully gathered 
opinions of Republican leaders, outside of 
the confines of the municipality where tho 
contest is, it is apparent that the general 
expectations are that Tammany will win, 
and that Mr. Low and Mr. Tracy will have 
a fight for second place. These prognos- 
tications are based upon the theory that 
the normal Republican vote is very much 
more evenly divided among the candidates 
than is the Democratic vote, and the in- 
formation comes from such reliable sources 
that it is hardly to be questioned. In the 
‘other cities, it is believed, the Republican 
candidates for Mayor will be universally 
successful, with the possible exception of 
Albany, where a Denfocrat may succeed th 
present Democrat.

A large number of gold stand- 
ard Democrats are opposing the reélection 
of Senator Gorman, in which they are joined 
by the Baltimore Sun and the Evening News, 
both. of which have always been strongly 
Democratic until within the last two years. 
On the other hand, the American, heretofore 
warmly Republican, is lukewarm in its sup- 
port of the Republican candidates, and the 
Herald, which has hitherto been neutral in 
its position, has espoused the Gorman cause 
with considerable vigor. In Baltimore City 
William Malster is the Republican candidate 
for the Mayoralty, his opponent being Henry 
Williams. Both are prominent merchants.

Cincinnati, O., Oct. 31.—There were many 
bets here last night and today on the result 
of the election.

Havana, Oct. 31.—[{Copyright, 1897, by W. 

Silverheels successfully 
landed its cargo in eastern Cuba on Wednes- 
day despite the untoward activity displayed 
by the Spanish naval authorities to capture 
the slick little filibustering ship. 

The brutal murder of Castillo has already 
called forth retribution. Four companies 
of cavalry from his brigade attacked Mana- 
qua in the hope of seizing Paz, the official, 


who was carefully. concealed In the house. | 
He, however, was drunk in Havana and only 


a lucky fall from his horse in Jesusa del 
Monte saved his life by causing his deten- 
tion there for th@night. The Cubans, how- 
ever, burnt the Spanish stores, looted gov- 
ernment offices, and shot down twenty-three ; 
of the murderers who had ambushed their 
leader. : 

Rafael de Cardenas has already succeeded 
General Castillo. 

Diaro de la Marina has been heavily fined 
for stating that reconcentrados were dying 
of hunger, and the papers assiduously avoid 
touching the frightful Havana scandal at 
the Punta, where pacificos are dying like 
fleas. The local custom-houses have again 
been detected in gigantic frauds. Fora 
considerable time all stamps affixed on 
schedules of cigar shipments ‘have been 
steamed and removed, thus being sold to 
exporters again and again Some accounts 
were audited and eight appeared square, but 
when unstamped papers. were found heavy 
fines were imposed on Henry Clay and other 
large cigar manufacturers in Havana for at- 
tempting to defraud the government. They 
at once protested and refused to pay, and 
on the scandal being published everything 
was hushed up and apologies tendered to 
the outraged exporters for the mistake. 

General Torral is still trying to force his 
way into the fastnesses of the Ruiz Moun- 
tains. He destroyed one small camp after 
a gallant defense by a handful of Cubans, 
by which Captain Ambort and several Span- 
iards were killed and four officers wounded. 
The Prefecto of Luisa department and sev- 
eral insurgents lést their lives, including 
Dr. Maroto. The defenders withdrew to a 
higher pass. 

A frightful storm is reported from east 
Cuba, in which several small towns haive 
been wrecked. 

The Ward liner Canine on Thursday was 
ransacked from stem to stern by the police 
fn the hope of seizing Colonel Cardenas, 
who was thought to be on board. No one 
knew of his presence, but the police saw the 
purser take a stranger to the ship, Which 
aroused their suspicions. The stranger, 
however, had left, and it was only a coinci- 
dence that Cardenas was on board. He 
dodged through the hold, crouched in the 
stoke hole, and finally, begrimed with coal, 
he sat aft. The police passed him as a 
stoker in their search. The vessel was 
somewhat delayed .but was eventually al- 
lowed to clear, and the brave Cuban has 
escaped. e

Tt is re

side racetrack, where a meeting is to begin 
today. There will be no “ cutting in” it 
this report is true, and no rivairy.in the Jay- 
ing of odds by the pencilers who post odds 
for the acceptance of the men who back 
their opinions of the outcome of a race. 
One man will control the ring and will make 
the odds to suit himself, This method has 
prevailed at the Windsor track for two or 
three years’ and was also in vogue at the 
recent Latonia meeting. It is opposed by 
followers of racing because it does away 
with competition among those laying the 
odds and is supposed naturally to result in 
poorer margins for the bettors. | 

Some of the prominent bookmakers*who 
had remained in Chicago after the close 
of the Harlem meeting with the éxpectation 
of booking during the fifteen-day meeting 
at Lakeside, or Roby; have left the city 
since hearing that there is not to be open 
booking: George Rose and Harry Froelich 
went to California on Saturday night. 

Nor is this sald to be the only departure 
from the more approved: methods of con- 
ducting turf sport that may be made at the 
Indiana track. It is whispered that the 
managers of the Lakeside track are planning 
an indefinite meeting and may run through 
the winter. The story is hardly credited, 
but the fact that a glass inclosure is being 
put in on thé grand stand at Lakeside is 
considered evidence of such a plan. Anoth- 
er evidence is that the opening at Roby was 
put off until today when there were. two 
dle days that might have been occupied 
last week. | 

By the Indiana la there can be no racing 
at Lakeside after Nov. 15, which will force 
the Lakeside managers to close with two of 
the fifteen days permissible to them un- 
occupied. The terms of the Indiana racing 
law, wellknownto most people interested in 
the turf, provide that there can be no racing 
for fifteen successive days on one track at 
any time between April 15 and Nov. 15, but 
that after the sport has been continued 
fifteen days there must be thirty days’ in- 
termission before racing can be resumed 
at the same track. Some think the Lakeside 
managers contemplate disregarding both 
features of the law, and intend to race not 
only after Nov. 15 but through the winter. 

This is hardly probable, however. Win- 
ter racing, except in mild climates, has long 
been discountenanced by every one inter- 
ested in the turf except those who regard 
the sport purely as a gambling enterprise 
rather than a legitimate amusement, and if 
the attempt should again be made to revive 
this abuse of horse racing in this vicinity 
it would cause a turf sensation. It, too, 
would viclate the most important rule of 
the Jockey club and Turf congress, the 
two organizations that control racing. But 
the men who are at present controllire 
racing in the vicinity of Chicago have never 
been regarded favorably by either of these 
organizations, and at the meeting of the 
Turf congress last summer the Harlem 
track was discriminated. against in every 
way possible. On this account the Lake- 
side managers might feel inclined to cut 
loose from the organisations that are sup- 
posed to regulate the sport but for the 
fact that thereby they might invite the 
wrath of the Indiana officials, which during 
Governor Matthews’ administration was 


evade the racing law. 
. In case the managers make no attempt to 
evade either the Indiana law or the Turf 
congress provisions there is no reason, aside 
from the bad practice of having restricted 
bookmaking, why two weeks of pretty good 
sport may not be seen across the State line.

President Hart of 
the Chieago club has drawn up a series of 
rules on the subject which he intends to 
submit for approval, and these have been 
printed in THe TrisunEe. Many of the other 
magnates have expressed themselves in 
favor of strong action. 
Another feature to be considered ts the 
abolition of the Temple Cup series, the ex- 
perience of the senson recently closed. hav- 
ing led a majority of the club owners to 
come over to the opinion of the Chicago 
magnate, who a year ago sought to have 
the series done away with, but was downed 
by the rather decisive vote of 11 to 1. It 
affords a ease of “I told you so with Mr. 
Hart, who always has maintained the post- 
season series was a mistake and a detriment 
to the game.

Atlanta, Ga. Oct. 31.—[Special. I Richard 
Von Gammon, full back on the Georgia Uni- 
versity football team, died here this morn- 
ing from concussion of the brain, as a result 
at an,accident in the game yesterday be- 
‘tween his eleven and the team of the Uni- 
-versity of Virginia. He was a member of a 
prominent Rome, Ga., family, and while 
only 18 years of age was powerfully devel- 
‘oped and had made a splendid record in ath- 
letics, as well as in the schoeolroom. 

The accident occurred in the second half 
while the game was at its most exciting 
‘point. The scrimmage was one of the most 
‘desperate of the game, and when Gammon 
tackled and was thrown to the ground there 
‘was a fearful collision of all the players. 
The men tumbled on top of each other, and 
‘many were buried under the weight of the 
heavy men who leaped and tripped on top of 
‘the first one to fall. When the whistle 
‘sounded the players quickly arose, and all 
save young Gammon resumed their places. 

Georgia's full back remained outstretched 
on the field, and he failed to move when the 
other men got up. Friends ran to his assist- 
ance and asked him if he was hurt. He could 
only mumble unintelligible words, and the 
spongers and water men quickly began 
work. Every restorative at hand was ap- 
plied, but it was of no use, 

He was conveyed to the Grady Hospital, 
where it was found he had coneussion of the 
brain, which eaused his death this morning. 
His family had been summoned, and when 
the end came he was surrounded by its mem- 
bers, fellow-students, and members ‘of the 
faculty.

They are demanding 
affidavits that the money tendered in pay- 
ment of a mortgage was realized from crops | 
raised on the land ineumbered before - they 
Will accept it and release the bond. The 
State makes it obligatory on the loaning ~ 


mortgage whenever the debtor wishes. ‘It 
now appears that some of the companies © 
inserted in the body of their mortgage forms | 
a provision that the money so paid must 
come from crops raised on the mortgaged 
land. 

Presumably this was put in by the loan 
companies to protect themselves against 
each other. They thought they foresaw. 
the time when Kansas mortgages might be 
in demand, and when the opportunity to re- 
fund at lower rates of interest might. 
prompt debtors to trafisfer from one lender 
to another. So they devised this peculiar. 
stipulation to prevent ‘throat cutting in the 
loaning business. Now the clause in small 
type is being invoked to discourage the 
‘lifting of mortgages. The, companies are 
insisting that the farmers shall prove that 
the money they offer was obtained from the 
land mortgaged. They are requiring sworn | 
statements to this effect. Such a provision 
might not stand the test of the courts. But 
the farmers are so anxious to get ciear 
that, without disputing the legality of the 
provision, they are laying down the cash 
and the required affidavit with it to take 
up their notes. Four of these affidavits to 
lift as many mortgages were made in the 
Kansas Town of Hillsboro a few days ago. 
The lawyer who was called upon to draw one 
of the instruments felt the humor of th 
situation. His client presented to the agent 
of the loan company a paper to this effect: 

„John Doe of Blank County, State of 
Kansas, being duly sworn, makes oath that 
he is the owner of the northeast quarter of 
section 8, township 17, range 6; that on or 
about the lst of August, 1896, he’ did plow 
forty acres of said quarter, and did harrow 
and pulverize the same; that in September 
of said year he did sow three-quarters of 
a bushel: of seed wheat to the acre on said ' 
land; that in September and October of 
said year said seed wheat did germinate and 
grow; that through the following months 
said wheat continued to grow and to pros- 
per until June, 1897, when it reached ma- 
turity; that in June said whéat was har- 
vested, and when thrashed yielded thirty- 
three bushels to the acre; that afflant hauled 
said crop of wheat to town and sold it to 
one Richard Roe, miller, who paid for the 
same 73 cents a bushel. Afflant further de- 
poses that the money herewith tendered in 
payment of the rtgage on the aforesaid 
quarter section of land is part of the money 
received from the said Richard Roe for the 
hereinbefore mentioned crop of wheat.

“While it is in no manner the duty of 
the government to furnish or maintain an 
adequate amount of currency. for business 
purposes, I can see nothing in favor of any 
such proposition, but as a method for fur- 
nishing the necessary amount of circula- 
tion I suggest and recommend that the 
bonded debt of the government be refunded 
in 100-year 3 per cent bonds, as well as its 
floating debt—namely: Greenbacks and sil- 
ver certificates, etc., and all of the national 
banks to use them at par as a basis for 
their circulating notes.

The deficit at the Treasury tonight is 
$38,338,607 since July 1. This is nearly the 
high water mark.

The Commonweaith of Massachusetts has 
been gulled. It is the best joke of the season. 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt 
has been telling about it in the clubs of 
Washington, and the story is too good to 
keep. It was in connection with the recent 
great celebration in Boston to commemorate 
the anniversary of the good old ship Consti- 
tution. Old Boston is as proud of her 
history as a titled dowager of her ancestry. 
She considers herself the aristocrat of cities 
in the United States, and never loses an 
opportunity to celebrate any event that will 
show to the rest of the country how much 
superior is her genealogy. When Senator 
Hoar brought back the log of the Mayflower 
the whole Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
indulged in felicitations .over its past, so to 
speak. But in celebrating the anniversary 
‘of the Constitution Boston outdid herself. 
The greatest navy which has ever flown the 
American flag was assembled in the Boston 
harbor; the city was decorated, business 
Was practically suspended, and thousands 
of people attended the exercises, which were 
held in historic old Faneuil Hall in commem- 
oration of the Constitution’s victory over 
the Guerriere. Governor Wolcott presided 
and Secretary Roosevelt was one of the 
orators of the occasion. 

— 

But Governor Wolcott, Secretary Roose- 
velt, and all the distinguished men, of 
whom many were present,. sank into insig- 
nificance when compared to the importance 
of plain William H. Garland. Garland, who 
is a very old man, was the surpassing hero 
of the occasion. No one was disposed to 
take any of his honor away from him, but 
all, Governor Wolcott and Secretary Roose- 
velt included, vied with each other in doing 
him homage. 

And why? Because Garland was the sole 
survivor of the crew of the Constitution. 
He himself had said it. Could too much 
honor be heaped upon this old veteran of one 
of the most giorious struggles in American 
naval warfare? Of course not. Garland was 
accepted without question for what he an- 
nounced himself to be, the only living man 
who was a participant of that glorious en- 
gagement. lic was the cynosure of all eyes, 
and when Governor Wolcott turned to him 
and thanked him in the name of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for honoring 
the gathering with his presence the rafters 
of the old hall rang with the cheers of the 
multitude.

When Secretary Roosevelt came back to 
Washington he looked up the muster rolls 
of the Constitution at ‘the time of her fight 
with the Guirriere He never doubted that 


curiosity in regard to the old ship had been 
aroused. The Secretary is a great student 
of American history, and he probably had in 
his mind a magazine article. What was his 
amazement to discover that the name of 
Garland’ did not appear upon the Constitu- 
tion’s rolls. A further search revealed, the 
fact that Garland had served in the navy 
during the civil was and had a good record. 
But his age as recorded at that time showed 
clearly that he was not born when the Con- 
stitution fought her famous fight. Secretary 
Roosevelt has communicated these facts to 
Governor Wolcott, with a demand that the 
next time they meet the Governor put up for

NEW ORLEANS IS ENCOURAGED. 


Yellow Fever Situation Better in Most 
of the Southern 
: Cities. 


New Orleans, La., Oct. 31.—This has been 
another encouraging day in the yellow fever 
situation, but it is feared that the heavy rain 
which has fallen will have a bad effect on 
the patients and will cause many more new 
cases to be developed tomorrow. The cold 
weather is expected to succeed the rain. 
But one case has been reported up to 10 
o'clock, but by 1 o’clock p. m. the number 
had run up to twelve cases and four deaths, 
and this record was gradually added to. 

Board of Health report: Cases of yellow 
fever today, 85; deaths today, ö: total cases 
of yellow fever to date, 1,510; total deaths 
from yellow fever to date, 183; total cases 
absolutely recovered, 745; total cases under 
treatment, 582. 

Montgomery, Ala., Oct. 31.— ix new cases 
of yellow fever were reported here today; 
no deaths. It is raining here today and to- 
night, and the prospects are good for a cold 
wave tomorrow night and a killing frost 
on Tuesday morning. 

Jackson, Miss., Oct. 31.—The Board of 
Health in its official statement tonight 
chronicles but two new cases of yellow fever 
in this.section of the country, and these are 
at Clinton. 

Ocean Springs, Miss., Oct. 31.—Camp 
Fontainebleau is deserted. It is a thing of 
the past. The last of the refugees left today. 
Twelve hundred and seventy-four persons 
have availed themselves of its hospitality 
since the 18th of September. The detention 
train made its last trip for the marine hos- 
pital service today, taking guards, cooks, 
fumigators,: etc., to Camp Hutton, La. 
Weather cool, raining nearly all day. 

Memphis, Tenn., Oct. 31.—Only three new 
cases of yellow fever were reported by the 
Board of Health for the twenty-four nours 
er-ling at 9 o'clock tonight. There were no 
deaths. The situation is much brighter 
and no further alarm is felt by the citizens. 
It has been raining all day and _ colder 
weather is expected to follow the cessation 
of the downpour. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. m. Today S yel- 
low fever reports to Surgeon General Wy- 
man show that the situation is better and 
the outlook more encouraging than for some 
days past. The officials of the service now 
believe that the worst of the epidemic has 
passed and from now on, as frost gradually 
makes its appearance in the affected dis- 
tricts, the daily number of cases will di- 
minish in number. Today’s reports include 
the following: Montgomery, six new cases; 
no deaths; outlook reported better. Mo- 
bile, eleven new cases; no deaths; four re- 
coveries. Biloxi, Miss., three new cases. 
Clinton, Miss., two new cases. Edwards and 
Nitta Yuma, none.

WAR IN A NEW FORM. 


GERMAN OFFICER DEVISES AN AERI- 
AL BOMBSHIP. 


Novel Craft Combines the Features of 
a Ship, a Locomotive, a Balloon,and 
an Airship — By Its Use Whole 
Armies May Be Annihilated and Eu- 
tire Cities Destroyed by a Few Meu 
Sailing High in the Air—Will Revo- 
lutionize Modern Warfare. 


New York, Oct. 31.—[{Special. ]}—Lieutenant 
Kungel, who was until recently an officer 
in the German army, but who now lives in 
Hoboken, believes that the aerial bombship 
which he has invented would free Cuba in 
the space of one week's time. 

Lieutenant Kungel many years ago was 
an officer in command of a balloon corps in 
Kaiser William's army. He is now a natural- 
ized American citizen. The cause of Cuba 
has in him an ardent well-wisher. All his 


| knowledge and skill have been put into the 


construction of this ship of the air, whieh 
he feels sure is to win liberty for her. He 
holds a number of patents on aerial war 
appliances, but his latest machine, which he 
calls the aerial bombship, is his crowning 
achievement. a 

The aerial bombship is a combination of 
balloon, flying machine, steam locomotive, 
steamship, and bomb-thrower. Besides hav- 
ing the power to raise itself from the ground 
by means of gas, like an ordinary balloon, 
the aerial. bombship is so constructed that 
after raising up it can be lowered again by 
the action of the engines ‘without allowing 
the gas to escape; while it is suspended by 
its balloon its side wheels can be set in 
motion and the ship be made to travel either 
to the right or to the left. Whenever it is 
desirable that the bombship should be 
brought to earth two screws adjusted to the 
top will be put in revolution and the ship 
will sink to the ground at once. This will 
happen because the downward motive power 
of these two screws is five times greater 
than the upward motive power of the gas 
in the balloon. 

Except for the interior of her engines and 
the steel box to hold the ammunition that is 
to be hurled down upon the Spanish enemy, 
every metallic. part of this unique ship is 
composed of tough aluminium, and, with all 
her engines in motion and her fuel supply 
and ammunition stored away, the bomb- 
ship will not weigh.an ounce over one ton, 
plus 600 pounds. This will include the 
weight of the men on board. 


The moment the ship touches the ground | 


it can be made to move forward or back- 
ward in any direction. There are six pairs 
of wheels fastened to the bottom of the 
ship, and these wheels are corrugated, so 
that when they are in metion they will 
nang the ground firmly and cannot possibly 
slip. 

Should the ship drop into the sea it will 
float, and the propeller at its rear and the 
two propelling screws on either side of it 


+ will as easily carry it through the water as 


through the air. 

Lieutenant Kungel states that the govern- 
ment of Spain has offered to buy his ship 
when he has it successfully launched, but 
this offer he has not accepted, as he is in 
full sympathy with the patriot Cubans. He 
has communicated privately with a concern 
which supplies much of the ammunition to 
the Cuban army, and he has received 
definite assurance that the Cubans will pay 
him a satisfactory price for the use of the 
ship if he can get it safely to their army 
in Cuba, and that he is laying his plans to 
do 80. 

Dropping down huge bombs upon forts and 
towns, he says, the island could be con- 
quered in a week. ‘Lieutenant Kungel ex- 
pects to have his ship ready for a public 
trial within four weeks.

Expects to Form a Big Amusement 
Corporation, Not Necessarily to 
Fight the Syndicate. 


William A. Brady is in Chicago to con- 
summate an amusement undertaking which 
involves a new company which he is mow 
organizing, and which he expects to have 
incorporated with a capital stock of $500.- 
000 or thereabouts before the end of the

In a recent issue of the. SZanufacturer’ 
Record of Baltimore there igan extract from 
the report of a British expert on the iron 
and steel making advantages of the South. 
The expert says that the Southern States 
will in the future be Great Britain’s keenest 
competitors in these ſhdustries, and that 
their production of coal from coal fields 
„ yielding ten times as much coal ‘as the 
whole of the United Kingdom wilf Event- 
ually cause England’s exportation of over 
4,000,000 tons annually to South America, 
the East and West Indies, and China to fall 
away tonothing. In view of this prediction, 
so unpleasant to the professional calamity 
howlers, it is interesting to review the statis- 
ties of the production of iron and steel in the 
United States. The current consumption 
of pig iron, all of it produced here, is 232,000 
tons a week, equal to 12,000,000 tons a year. 
The greatest single year's production of pig 
iron in the United States was 9,500,000 tons, 
in 185. Twelve years ago the annual 
output was 4,000,000 tons. It increased to 
9,172,000 tons in 1892, but dropped back to 
6,557,000 tons in 1894. Cheap coal, improved 
methods of manufacture, and reduced rates 
of transportation are enabling the American 
ironmaster to compete in all parts of the 
world with the ironmaster of England. 


M’KINLEY ON CITIZENSHIP. 

Two addresses were delivered by two 
Executives before the Commercial clubs of 
two great commercial cities about the same 
hour on Saturday evening last—but here 
The one—the speech 
of President Me Kinley before the Commer- 
cial club of Cincinnati—was brief and con- 


citement to the exercise of the highest 
duties of citizenship, coupled with an en- 
couraging forecast of the era of prosperity 
now dawning upon the country; fhe other— 


the speech of Governor Tanner—was a 


loose, disjointed, verbose, and querulous de- 
nunciation of the press, responsive to noth- 
ing before the assemblage to whom it was 
aduressed, but an attemps to give veut to 
the personal spite of the speaker. 

President McKinley’s address came as 
the conclusion of a dey spent among the 
business-men of the chief city of his native 
State, and the applause with which its lofty 
sentiments were greeted by an audience 
composed of representative citizens of all 

litical ereeds showed that there is no 
partisanship in a true patriotism. Many of 
the President's utterances rise to the dig- 
nity of aphorisms which deserve to be in- 
scribed upon the walls of our schoolhouses 
and places of public asséniblage as incen- 
tives to high and patriotic citizenship. Ad- 
dressing himself to the question, What 
will make the nation strong and jts citizen- 
ship most useful and effective in xovern- 
ment,” he declared it was to be fognd in 
that intelligent and virtuous citizexship,” 
which, starting in the Rome, fastened in the 
schools, stimulated by example “in public 
and private station,” and illustrated in the 
life of the public officer, lies at the very 
foundation of governmental success and 
is essential to the highest: destiny of the 
republic.” These are the qualities which lie 
at the basis of the “ patriotism of its people, 
their love for its institutions, their pride for 
its name and achievements,” and which 
have so exceptional a field for development 
in the United States. Here we have 
everything,” says President McKinley, to 
inspire good citizenship, because we have 
equal and responsible citizenship.” Some 
of his sentiments most deserving of being 
impressed upon the minds of the people do 
not admit of condensation, such as the tol- 
lowing: 


Responsible citizenship comes from direct par- 
ticipation in the conduct of the government, and 
imposes equal responsibility upon every citizen. 

The government and the people are inseparable 
under our system. This unity is the 
strength of your political structure. The people. 
therefore, have every incentive to noble purpose 
and richt action in government. 

There is no greater enemy to free government 
than careless and indifferent citizenship: there is 
no better friend than the vigilant. enlightened. and 
patriotic citizen. 

No more appropriate time could be chosen 
for the utterance of such noble sentiments 
as these as just before an election upon 
which results of national importance are 
dependent. There is no mere partisanship 
in such sentiments, but they appeal to the 
common sense, the educated judgment, and 
the patriotism of every citizen regardless 


of gect or party.

SHOULD SILVER DOLLARS BE RE- 
DEEMED IN GOLD TO PREVENT A 
SLUMP! . \ 

Tue Trreune has received the following 
note from one of its Chicago readers: 

I have read the article in your paper of last 
Friday. 20th ult., headed. Which Shall Be Re- 
tired, Greenbacks of Bank Notes?“ with a create 
deal of interest. 

I wish to give you another topic for the writer 
of this article to elaborate, and that is this: 
There has been no coinage of Alver since the 
passage of the Bland-Allison act.“ The govern- 
ment under that act bought silver and issued what 
it called dollars out of it. which cost in the first in- 
stance 90 cents. The government at the same 
time purchased paper upon which it made the 
promise to pay dollars. Now, the issue of the au- 
ver dollar and the issue of the paper dollar to my 
mind were exactly alike. The government made 
the promise on silver and on paper to pay the 
dollar. and is bound to take up both of these obli- 
gations in gold. 

Tun Trreuns would not word this 
“topic ” precisely as the correspondent has. 
It would change his language so as to read: 
„There has been no coinage of silver dollars 
containing a dollar’s worth of silver since 
the passage of the Bland-Allison act.” In 
the plain, ordinary acceptation of the term, 
there has been considerable “ coinage” of 
silver since 1878—altogether too much for 
the peace or good ef this country. 
true, the silver dollars which the mints 
have poured out were made out of silver 
bouht by the government, and the bullion 
in one of them has not been worth a gold 
Still, there has been a silver coin- 
age, as there has been a coinage of nickel 
and of bronze, though neither nickel nor 
bronze coins are worth but a small part of 
their face, intrinsically. 

Nothing is more true, however, than the 
point made by the correspondent, that the 
silver dollar is in part a “ credit ” dollar— 
that instead of being real money it is, to 
the extent of 55 to 60 per cent of its face, a 
promise-to-pay money. It is at this moment 
composed of a little more than 40 cents 
of real value, and the rest, or 60:cents, is 
mere promise-to-pay value, At this moment 
the difference in intrinsic value between 
the gold and the silver dollar is greater 
than the difference between the silver and 
the paper ‘dollar—the latter having no in- 
trinsic value, being ali promise to pay the 
bearer in real money—i. e., gold dollars. 

When the government began buying sil- 
ver bullion in 1878 it had to pay about 92 
cents for 371% grains of that metal. A 
dollar’s worth of silver then contained 
about 413 grains. Had the government 
been more honest it would have coined into 
a dollar the 413 grains of silver it then 
bought for a gold dollar. 

Instead of doing that, however, it put 
only 371% grains into what it called a 
dollar,“ and had a rakeoff of 42 grains, 
Thus out of every ten dollars’ worth of 
silver it bought in 1878 it coined eleven 
silver dollars and cheated the public one 
dollar. 

Some people fancied the government had 
honestly made a dollar on the transaction. 
On the contrary, it had either cheated the 
public or run into debt a dollar, just as it 
runs into a dollar of debt when it mints 
a credit paper dollar. 

Owing to the fact that the government 
never at any time since the passage of the 
Bland-Allison bill in 1878 put a dollar's 
worth of silver ima silver dollar, and to the 
further fact that silver, under the law of 
supply and demand, has been falling in 
value since 1878 so that 371% grains are 
worth less thar half what they were in 
‘that year, the 450 million silver dollars 
which have been coined and are in circula-. 
tion, in person or by paper certificate proxy, 
are 60 per cent credit and only 40 per cent 
real value. 

If the government were to call them in 
and cancel them it would have to pay out 
270 millions in good money, and part of 
the 270 millions would represent the de- 
precintion in the value of silver since 1874 
and the rest the rakeoff —the seeming 
profit made by putting too little silver in 
the dollar to equal a real dollar in pur 
chasing power. 

These 450 million of depreciated silver 
dollars, which would sell for only 180 
millions at the present price of bullion in 
market, have to be kept by the government 
artificially at gold par. If they are not 
there will be a slump in the legal tender 
currency, and the people would lose many 
billions of dollars by its effect on all credits, 
deposits, and debts. 

Rather than allow this slump to occur 
the government should be ready to redcem 
silver dollars in gold on demand as a choice 
of evils, because the amount lost on credits 
by slumping to the silver standard of 40 
cent dollars would exceed a hundred fold 
all the government would lose by redeem- 
ing its debased silver money, as the people 
paid for it when they accepted it from the 
government in all the years since 1878 as 
the equivalent of gold.

PROF. GATES’ WONDERFUL DISCOVERY. 

Tux Cuicaco TR R printed yesterday

visual power of the eye. Every intelligent

haying scientific taste and a desire for 
knowledge should read the professor's ex- 
planation carefully and refiectively. In 
this connection it should be stated that the 
inventor is poor and lacks the means to con- 
struct instruments upom a sufficient scale to 
carry on his investigations. Some of the 
rich men in New York, Philadelphia, or 
Baltimore should come forward and furnish 
the means for him to finish up his wonderful 
inventions. How could money be used to do 
a thousandth part of the good it would thus 
accomplish? 

The scientific details of the W 
inventions are clearly and concisely stated 
by him in Tue Traisune. It is needless, 
therefore, to repeat them at this time. Itis 
more to the point to indicate briefly the re- 
sults of this discovery, assuming the pro- 
fessor is correct in his estimate of what he 


has accomplished. The great point in his | 
It Is discovery is his ability to utilize light better 


than it ean now be done in the working of 
the microscope. He explains how by his in- 


vention he can not only save but multiply 


light. He says: I can, judging from some 
former experiments; put at least 100 times 
more than the usual amount. of 
throngh the microscope.” And again, he 


| Says: 


With the lowest and cheapest of microscopic ob- 
jectives and with a toy telescope the power of the 
instrument has been augmented at least twenty- 
five times. If no further improvement could be 
expected by the new method this would mean that 
a ten-inch telescope can be made to magnify 
twenty-five thousand diameters. which is by far 
beyond the range of the best existing instruments. 
If the new method be applied to the best of exist- 
ing instruments and if we expect only such results 
as we have already obtained it will augment their 
power twenty-five times. 

This means that we can see an object upon the 
moon, through a ten-inch telescope, with a width 
of one-twenty-fifth of a half mile—that is. we have 
reached the startling concTusion that objects 100 
feet wide can be seen upon the moon through a ten- 
inch telescope with a microscope attachment hav- 
ing a one-inch ocular and a two-third-inch ob- 
jective. The moon, by this instrument. would be 
brought within a distance of from twenty to fifty 
miles. If the same microscopic attachment be ap- 
plied to a large telescope we may expect to nee 
objects about thirty feet wide. 


When it is considered what this means as 
applied to astronomy it will be seen that if 


the professor accomplishes all he now esti- 


mates as practical we are on the eve of the 
greatest and most far-reaching scientific 
results the world has ever known. It 
means that an object thirty feet wide on the 
moon may be seen; that the secrets of Mars 
and Jupiter and Venus and new informa- 
tion from far distant stars out oh the very 
liméts of our system may be reveaied; that 
we may learn definitely of the cémposition 
of the sun’s surface and of numerous other 
mysteries of the solar system hitherto con- 
sidered as shut out from scientific research. 
But the wonders of this discovery will not 
be confined to astronomy. It can be ap- 
plied in the direction of the smallest im- 
aginable object. It may solve the secret 
of the microbe, reveal all the unknown’ 
functions of digestion, open up the realm 
of psychology and show the formation of 
impressions, and, in a word, reveal all the 
operations of nature, within the limits even 
of its smallest dimensions. The new dis- 
covery reaches from the stars to the in- 
finitesima! microbes. If Professor Gates is 
correct in his statement his discovery is of 
the highest importance, not only to those en- 


gaged in scientific pursuits but to the whole 


human race. It will prove the greatest dis- 
covery of the nineteenth century and one 
full of the greatest possibilities, an im- 
mense stride forward in the field of human 
knowledge. 


THE STAR LEAGUERS NERVOUS. 
The Star leaguers, who were exultant be- 
cause they got back on the police force, 
have been thrown into consternation by the 
diseovery of the following provision in the 
city ordinances: 
Section 1,520—Removal—No reappointment—No 


person who-has ever been removed from the police 
force shall be again appointed to any position upon 


such force. 

This section has been in force for years. 
It never has been enforced, but now that 
it has been brought to light a demand will 
be made that it be enforced. Doubtless 
tlfe Council will be appealed to at tonight's 
mecting to repeal this unpleasant section. 

It will do anything to oblige the Star 
leaguers, but the question will arise whether 
the men who have been reappointed in de- 
fiance of the ordinance will be benefited 
by its repeal. Perhaps the Star leaguers 
will have to take the ground that the civil 
service law practically repealed the Coun- 
cil ordinance. 

But, regardless of what may happen 


under Section 1,520, the heads of Kipley’s 


reappointed men are not firm on their 
shoulders. One of them was dismissed on 
Saturday by the Civil Service commission 
because the proceedings of the Police Trial 
board show he was dismissed for being 
away from duty a week without leave. 
The same police records, which have been 
suppressed thus far, show that some of the 
men who have gotten back on the force 
were discharged for blackmail, assault, 
drunkenness, and other equally good rea- 
sons.

EDISON’S IRON ORE SEPARATOR. 
For several years Thomas A. Edison has 
been devoting all his brain and energy toa 
plan for the utilization of the low grade 
iron ores with which New Jersey abounds, 
and it is now announced that he has suc- 
ceeded und is about to engage in the manu- 
facture of iron and steel on a large scale, 
Yesterday morning Tue TRrrmune, on page 
28, contained an intéresting account of the 
discovery or invention, and readers who 
missed it would do well to look it over. 
Edison says that he has in sight in one of 
many tracts of ore-bearing land he owns at 
least 200,000,000 tons of ore, from which 
he will extract no less than 50,000,000 tons 
of almost chemically pure iron, which could 
never. be extracted if he had not discovered 
his process. Altogether, according to him, 
he will make commercially valuable enough 
iron, which otherwise would never be avail-' 
able, to supply the United States for many 
years to come.

NO SEPARATE INDIAN STATE. 

A movement has been set on foot among 
some of the native léaders in the Indian Ter- 
ritory looking to the establishment of a sep- 
arate State organization—a sort of imperi- 
um in tnferio—having for its alleged object 
the perpetuation of “ the rights of self-gov- 
ernment.” The plan has been developed to 
some extent by the Chief of the Creek Na- 
tion in a message to the National Council 
of the tribe. The project contemplates a 
union of the five civilized nations, and as 
three of them—the Cherokees, Creeks, and 
Seminoles--appear to have agreed upon 
the leading features of the plan in a recent 
conference there is evidently a strong be- 
lief on the part of their leaders that others 
will come in and that it will be eventually 
successful. 

The advocates of the scheme argue that 
if they should be attached to Oklahoma the 
right of self-government would soon be 
taken from.them by the superior numbers 
of the white voting population. It implies 
a rejection of the treaty with the Dawes 
commission for severalty allotment of landr 
and the abolition of tribal sovereignty. 

There seems to be a determined opposi- 
tion among these tribes to ownership of 
lands otherwise than in common, which 
probably has for its object to prevent the 
alienation of titles and the final admission 
of a large white population in their midst. 
If this policy is to prevail it must result in 


the continued occupation of a region em- 


bracing the finest portion of Indian Terri- 
tory, and capable of supporting a popula- 
tion of a million whites, by some fifty or 
sixty thousand Indians. 

There is reason to believe that the decis- 
ion which the Indian conference appears 
to have reached is due largely to the influ- 
ence of the cattle men, to whom they have 
beer renting their lands at a few cents per 
acre for pasturage purposes. This is a nar- 
row view of the subject, which may event- 
ually be removed as they begin to appreci- 
ate the capabilities of the region which they 
occupy. The project of a separate, inde- 
pendent, full-blood Indian State within the 
heart of the republic will not be regarded as 
admissible, any more than a separate negro 
(or black) State would be under like circum- 


stances. - 0 


Kine Päaxurnu of Ashantee, who used to 
kill a female slave every night and bathe 
his feet in her warm blood, has deen con- 
verted to Christianity, and can now re- 
peat the Lord’s prayer in English. Prempeh 
was about the most bloodthirsty monarch 
of the century. When the English Bishop 
of Sierra Leone visited Benin and Coomas- 
sie he saw the remains of thousands of peo- 
ple who had been slain for the .

In 1893 this 
eminent jurist, in writing the unanimous 
opinion of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, in a case where the general govern- 
ment took, by eminent domain, a lock and 


“The franchise (of the company plaintiff, 
given by the State of Pennsylvania to take 
tolls tor the use of its property, the lock and 
dam in question) isa vested right. The State 
has power to grant it. It may retake it, as 
it may take other private property, for pub- 
lic uses, upon payment of just compensa- 
tion. A like, though superior, power exists 
in the national government. It may take 
it for public ses, and take it even 
agatnst the will of the State. 

A railroad between Columbus, O., and 
Harrisburg, Pa., is an interstate highway, 
created under franchises granted by the 
States of Ohio and Pennsylvania. In its ex- 
ercise of supreme power to regulate com- 
merce Congress may condemn and take that 
interstate highway: It may be suggested 
that the cases are not parallel, in that in 
this case there is a natural highway, while 
in that suggested it is wholly artificial. But 
the power of Congress is not determined by 
the character of the highway. The power 


which Congress possesses in respect to this 


taking of property springs from the grant 
of power to regulate commerce, and the reg- 
ulation of commerce implies as much con- 
trol, as far-reaching power, over an arti- 
ficial as over a natural highway. 

They are simply the means and instru- 
mentalities of commerce, and the power of 
Congress to regulate commerce carries with 
it power over All the means and instrumen- 
talities by which commerce is darried on. 
There may be differences in the modes and 
manner of using these different highways, 
but such differences do not affect or limit 
that supreme power of Congress to regulate 
commerce, and in such regulation to control 
its means and instrumentalities. 

“We are so accustomed to see artificial 
highways, such as common roads, turn- 
pike roads, and railroads, constructed under 
the authority of the States, and the im- 
provement of natural highways carried on 
by thee general government that at first 
there might seem that there was some in- 
herent difference in the power of the national 
government over them. But the grant of 
power is the same. The fee of the soll in 
neither case is jn the general government— 
but in the State of private individuals. The 
differences between the two are in their 
origin—nature provides the one, man estab- 
lishes the other.“ [Sée Monongahela Navi- 
gation Co. vs. U. S., 148 U. S., page 312, and 
cases eited.] 

Justice Peckham is another Judge of the 
Supreme Court of the United States, who, 
through a long judicial career in the State 
of New York, has never incurred the odium 
of hostility to capital. In January, 1896; he 
wrote an opinion for the Supreme Court of 
the United States, in which he decided that 
the general government could condemn any 
or all of the property of a railway company 
incorporated under the laws of the State of 
Pennsylvania. He says: . 

“It is objected by the railway company 
that all of.the land of the company ought 
to be taken if any were taken. The use for 
which the land is to be taken having been de- 
termined to be a public use, the quantity 
which should be taken is a legislative and 
not a judicial question. If the part taken by 
the government is essential to enable the 
railroad corporation: to perform its func- 
tions such fact might enter into the question 
of the amount of the compensation to be 
awarded.” [United States vs. Gettysburg 
Ry. Co., 160 U. S., 668—two cases cited.) 

This case seems to sufficiently answer 
your contention that the general govern- 
ment cannot take all the property of a rail- 
Way corporation created by a Stafe. The 
right of the general government to take by 
condemnation the railroads owned by a 
private corporation seems to be fully es- 
tablished by these and other decisions of our 
Supreme Court. he railroads are high- 
ways, as Justice Brewer so ably maintains, 
the modern highways of modern commerce— 
and control and ownership of the highways 
— one of the earliest functions of govern- 
Tue sofetice of government in the United 
States has simply not kept pace with the 
wonderful progress of the century. The 
great governmental function of ownership 
of the highways has been so long delegated 
to private corporations that those corpora- 
tions are now 80 powerful as to presume 
to deny to the government the powers 
‘which that government has for so long del- 
egated to them. 0 

In the early days of this century the gen- 
eral government built a highway from Cum- 
berland, Md., to Ohio and beyond, and for 
many years this enterprise was favored by 
Jefferson, Calhoun, Clay, and most of the 

statesmen of the day. [Nat. 3, Scholer’s 
History United States.] The general gov- 
ernment appropriated for the building and 
repair of this road $710,000, and by many 
acts of Congress, extending over a period of 
years, sanctioned this enterprise. [Indiana 
— United States, 148 United States, page 
1 

In the opinion above quoted Justice Brewer 
establishes the right-of the government ta 
condemn any railroad suitable for inter- 
state commerce. This being granted, and 
the ratlroad having been so acquired, is it 
net absurd to claim that the government 
cannot use the property? The conclusion 
is almost trresistible that Judge Brewer 
contemplated that the government would 
have the right to put to its ordinary use 


the property he says the government may 


take. If the government may take one 
interstate railroad bed it may take another, 
and all, and become the owner of practically 
all the roadbeds in the United States. 

These rail highways cannot be open for 
the use of any man or company who may 
have, an engine and a car, Owing, among 
other reasons, to the great danger of oper- 
ation. The travel and commerce on these 
government-owned highways must be regu 
lated and controlled by some system, by 
some central power. What more natural 
than that the government should assume 
that duty, in pursuance of the right given 
by the constitution to regulate commerce 
between the States? 


But we have another decision of our Su- 


préme Court which aids us. A few years 
ago Congress incorporated the North River 
Bridge company, and delegated to that com- 
pany the power to construct a bridge be- 
tween New York and New Jersey, and to 
charge such tolls for the use of the bridge 
by railroad, telegraph, and other compan- 
jes, and by individuals, as the government, 
through the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion, might designate. This law was uphela 
by the preme Court of the United States 
in the case of Luxton vs. North River Bridge 
company, 153 United States, page 525. In 
this case Justice Gray quotes approvingly 
the following language of Justice Brad- 
ley, used in another case—viz.: 

7. It cannot at the present day be doubted 
that Congress, under the power to regulate 
commerce among the several States, as well 
as to provide for postal accommodations and 
military exigencies, has power to pass these 
laws. The power to construct national 
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highways’ and bridges from State to State 
is essential to the complete control and 
regulation of, interstate commerce. With- 
out authority in Congress to establish and 
maintain such highways and bridges it 
would be without authority.to regulate one 
of the most important adjuncts of com- 
merce.”’ : | 

This case; together with the one first cited, 
fully sustains the right of the general govern- 
ment to fix and collect tolls for the use of 
its public highways. The government has 
a right to e e for crossing the North 
River bridge, the destruction betwecn 
bridges or canals and railroads is swept 
away by Judge Brewer, so the government 
may charge for use of highways. In fact, 
this was done in the case of the Cumber- 
land road. The constitution of the United 
States nowhere gives the general govern~ 
ment the right to conduct a banking busi- 
ness, and yet Chief Justice Marshall [Mc- 
Cullock vs. Maryland, 3, Wheat, page 311) 
very ably argues that a bank, being a con- 
venience in the conduct of the fiscal affairs 
of the nation, the right to establish it fol- 
lows: 

The same line of reasoning, the same 
arguments used by Judge Marshall in sus- 
taining the establishment of the United 
States bank, would sustain the creation of 
a corporation created to acquire all rail- 
roads engaged in interstate commerce. The 
government could become a stockholder in 
one as well as in the other, and could thus, 
by providing that the government should 
own a congrolling interest of the capital 
stock, own and operate all the interstate 
railways of the country. But whatever it 
could do thus indirectly, it could with equal 
propriety and legality do directly. The gov- 
ernment has the right to regulate commerce 
between the States, and as Judge Marshall 
says, the government which has a right 
to do an act, and has imposed on it the 
duty of performing that act, according to 


: 


: 


the dictates of reason, ‘should be allowed 


to select the means.“ 


It is quite probable that within the next 


few years the entire railways of this coun- 
try will be owned by one great syndicate, 
controlled by a single individual, as pre- 
dicted by you in Tus TRIBUNE Oct. 12, but 
instead of viewing such a prospect with 
alarm we should welcome it as a stage of 
development through which we must neces- 
sarily pass that we may become educated io 
the idea of all railroads being under one 
management—that we may be prepared for 
that higher state in the evolution of rail- 
ways where the ownership and control of 
that vast network of highways, which a 
Pierpont Morgan shall have brought into 
harmonious working under the control of 
one master mind, shall have passed to the 
people to be managed by them through their 
government, as highwasgs should in all ages 
be owned and managed. Respectfully,

In its reply to the previous letter from 
this correspondent Tur TRIBUNE gave the 
reasons why, in its opinion, the general 
government could not and should not oper- 


ate the railways of this country and be- ; 


come the common carrier for the people. | 


Tun TrRipuNw contended that the general 


q 


government had not the constitutional pow- | 


er to condemn the railways in order to oper- 


ate them itself, and that if it had that power 


it should not exercise it because govern- 
ment ownership and operation: was not for 
the best interests of the people. 

In the opinion of Tue TRIBUNE the latter 
is the strongest poffit which can be made. 
A lack of power can be cured by a constitu- 
tional amendment, if the consent of the 
necessary number of States can be ob- 
tained, but nothing can make it advisable 
for the general government to put a million 
more employés on its pay-rolls, their wages 
to be fixed by Congressmen, who will bid 
for their votes by profhises of higher pay. 
Demoralization and corruption would follow 
in the wake of the assumption by the gener- 
al government of the transportation of 
freight and passengers in the United States. 
The service would be less efficiently per- 
formed than now and would cost somebody 
more. If the rates were lowered the roads 
would be run at a loss and the people would 
have to be taxed to make goodghe deficit. 

The reckless way in which Congress has 

rried on the improvement of rivers and 
arbors and the amount of capital it has 
sunk in profitless undertakings serve to 
show what the cost to the taxpayers would 
be if the general government took over the 
railroad system of the United States and 
proceeded to extend it, giving to every 
county seat which had a log-rolling Con- 
gressman to work for it all the railroad 
facilities it needed. , 

This strongest reason against government 
ownership the correspondent does not an- 
swer. He prefers to devote himself to the 
question of the power of the general gov- 
ernment under the constitution. to-acquire 
possession of the railroads of the United 
States by purchase or condemnation and to 
operate them so as to carry on interstate 
commerce, and that alone, for it is not 
claimed that the general government can 
carry on commerce, or regulate commerce, 
within a State. RIE 

‘The correspondent in order to prove his 
case makes quotations from several Su- 
preme Court decisions, and then assumes 
that they support his allegation that the 
general government can carry on the inter- 
State commerce of the country instead of 
regulating it. 

The facts in the first case cited are as 
follows: The Monongahela Navigation com- 
pany had built a lock and dam in the river 
under a Pennsylvania charter and collected 
tolls. Congress made provision for acquir- 
the lock and dam by purchase or condemna- 
tion, but ordered that no compensation be 
allowed for the franchise—the right to col- 
lect tolls. The company claimed in the 
condemnation proceedings that its franchise 
was property and.could not be taken with- 
out just compensation being made, The 
Supreme Court so held. 

In Order to illustrate the injustice of al- 
lowing compensation for the tangible prop- 
erty only, and not for the franchise, Justice 
Brewer puts the case of the condemnation 
of a railroad running from Columbus, O., 
to Harrisburg, Pa., if only the roadbed, 
engines, etc., were paid for, and nothing 
was allowed for the right to collect tolls. 
This point is of interest, for it gives some 
idea of the vast amount of money which 
the general government would have to pay 
out if. it condemned the railroads. It would 
have to pay not merely what their tracks, 
terminals, etc., are worth, but what their 
franchises.are worth. 

But the general government did not take 
possession of the lock and dam in the 
Monongahela River for the purpose of 
transporting freight on that stream. It 
left that business to others. It improved a 
natural highway so that the owners of 
steamers and barges might make use of it 
on a more extensive scale. The government

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has not bought steamers and barges and 


claimed the right to monopolize the business 
of carrying coal and coke on the Monon- 
gahela; and while Justice Brewer declares 
that the government has the power 
to condemn an artificial highway of inter- 
State commerce, he no more contemplates 
the government itself carrying on commerce 
on that Columbus-Harrisburg railroad than 
on the Monongahela. The idea which floated 
through his mind was that of the govern- 
ment ecquiring the road, but leaving the 
operating of it to others. 

The correspondent asserts that the con- 
clusion is almost. irresistible that Judge 
Brewer contemplated that the government 
would have the right to put to its ordinary 
use the property, He says the government 
may take.“ 

No such conclusion follows. The State of 
Illinois owns the roads and streets within its 
confines. It regulates the use made of them. 
But it does not itself do the business which 
is transacted on them. That, however, is 
precisely what is. contended for by the cor- 
respondent regarding railroads. He wants 
government ownership and operation. The 
latter is not a necessary incident of the 
former. It.was not contemplated by Justice 
Brewer, who knows the difference between 
the right to regulate commerce and the right 
te carry on commerce.. 

The old national road cuts no figure in 
this controversy. It was built by the gen- 
eral government, with the express consent 
of the States of Maryland, Virginia, and 
Pennsylvania. No tolls were charged on 
that road. It was a public highway. Con- 
gress passed a bill to collect tolls, but Mon- 
roe vetoed it on constitutional grounds sev- 


| enty-five years ago. His reasons never have 


been refuted. 

The decision in the North River bridge 
case is not applicable. Then Congress au- 
thorized the construction of a bridge across 
a navigable stream to further the carrying 
on of commerce between the States of New 
York and New Jersey. That was an inter- 
state bridge, spanning waters over which 
the United States has jurisdiction. 

In the Gettysburg case an electric road was 
playing havoc with some of the most strik- 
ing natural features of the battle ground. 
So the government, in order to stop that, 
condemned part of the railroad. But it did 
that to save the Devil's Den and not to get 
possession of and run an electric railroad. 

Chief Justice Marshall's opinion in the 
case of McCulloch vs. Maryland is not in 
point. The Chief Justice held that, while 
the federal government was not specifical- 
ly. empowered to charter a bank, it was 
specifically authorized to lay and collect 
taxes, borrow money, etc., and that Con- 
gress had a right to employ the necessary 
means for the execution of those powers. 
Therefore, since Congress was of the opin-

ion that the best means for collecting and 


expending revenue lay in chartering the 
Bank of the United States, it had the 
power to charter that bank. a 

But, supposing Congress, instead of char- 
tering the Bank of the United States, had 
claimed for the Treasury department the 
right to carry on all the banking business 
of the country, to make all loans that were 
made, and discount all paper that was dis- 
counted, the Chief Justice would have held 
that the means were greater than the 
end—that Congress had overstepped its 
authority, and under the pretext of carrying 
out delegated powers was laying clainis to 
the power to do the banking business-of 
the country. 

So, as regards the railroads, it is not de- 
nied that the general government can reg- 
ulate the commerce carried on over them 
among the several States. But Tux Tris- 
unm does deny that the right to regulate 
commerce includes the power to carry on 
even the interstate commerce of the coun- 
try. Each is a separate and distinct power. 
The former does not include the latter. 
The Council of Chicago, as of other cities, 
is empowered to regulate cabmen and ex- 
preusmen. That is not a grant of the power 
to go into the express and coal business. 
Congress cannot declare constitutionally 
that in order to regulate “ interstate com- 
merce the general government must de- 
come the common carrier for the United 
States —not merely between the States, but 
within the States, as the general govern- 
ment necessarily. would be if it owned and 
operated all the railroads. 

This is something which was not con- 
templated by Justice Brewer fh his obiter 
dictum to the effect that the government 
can condemn any interstate railroad high- 
way. Since the case before him did not re- 
late to the eondemnation of a railroad, he 
dia not stop to consider the curious com- 
plications which would arise were the gen- 
eral government to condemn and operate 
a read Uke the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific, on which both interstate and 
‘intrastate ” commerce are carried on, the 
general government having the power to 
regulate the former and the State the lat- 
ter. 

The correspondent has not proved that 
the general government has the constitu- 
tional power to acquire and operate the 
railroads of the United States. He has not 
attempted to show how the. government 
could get the money with which to pay for 
the property and franchises of the roads— 
or, most important of all—how the govern- 
ment could operate those roads without be- 
coming demoralized itself, and inflicting 
great damage on the people. 


ARMY OF METEORS COMING. 


Professor Serviss Tells of the Brilliant 
Display Which Is Expected Ear- 
ly This Month. 


New York, Oct. 37.—[Special.]—According 
to Professor Garrett.P. Serviss, the astron- 
omer, the shower of meteors which is due 
every November will this year be more bril- 
liant than ever before on account of the near 
approach of the thirty-three year period 
when the showers occur in greater fullness 
and are brighter. 

In an article in a local paper he says: 
“ The great swarm of the November meteors 
is drawing rapidly near the point where, once 
in every thirty-three years, it meets the 
earth, and astronomers are on the qui vive 
for the first outposts which, dashing in a 
blaze of fire into the atmosphere, will an- 
nounce the afrival of the strange horde of 
celestial wanderers, . 

“Twice already within this century these 
meteors have astonished the world by their 
portentows appearance, the first occasion be- 
ing the celebrated star shower of 1833, in 
comparison with which, eye-witnesses de- 
clared, the most magnificent display of fire- 
works ever beheld would have been like a 
rush candle in the presence of the sun. The 
second appearance was in 1866. The is 
due in 1898.

HOME FOR TRADES UNIONISTS. 


Chicago is to have a labor temple,” un- 


less the present plans of leading trades 
unionists fall through. The question has 
been discussed for many months, and the 
movement finally has crystallized into a 
plan for immediate action. At the next reg- 
ular meetings of the Building Trades coun- 
cil and Chicago federation members of a 
joint commission will be appointed to de- 
vise some means for raising the money 
necessary for the erection of a large mod- 
ern building suitable for the permanent 
home of over 300 flourishing trades unions, 
together with several large central bodies 
made up of delegates from local unions.. 

Several Chicage.capitalists have signified 
their willingness to donate large sums of 
money or to subscribe to a large portion of 
the capital stock provided the trades unions 
will raise a like amount. 


Scheme Informally Discussed. 


The scheme was discussed at an informal 
meeting yesterday. Many plans were sug- 
gested, but it was agreed that nothing should 
be made public until after the joint commis- 
sion reports to the two central bodies. 

It is praposed to raise the necessary funds 
by popular subscription and by small per 
capita assessments. It is estimated that 
$500,000 could be raised within five years by 
the unions alone without the aid of the gen- 
eral public. 

Over 100 halls in different parts of the city 
are now used by local unions at an estfmated 
annual rental of 380,00. 9 Building 
Trades council alone, with its twenty-three 
affiliated unions, pays $3,500 a year and has 
a five-yedr lease on the building at 187 Wash- 
ington street. 

There are no less than 125,000 trades union- 
ists in Chicago. A per capitd tax of 10 cents 
a month would raise 150,000 4 year. 7 


To Guard Against Distrust. 


The question of raising funds does not | 


worry the promoters: Similar attempts in 
the past have failed, not because of lack of 
funds, but from internal distrust. and fear 
of “ boodlers.““ To guard against this pos- 
sibility arising again it has been suggested 
that the money be collected. and held in 
trust by some large banking institution for 
a term of years, and that a Board of 
Trustees be elected to purchase a site and 
let the contract for the building.

DEATH OF JOHN L. STOCKTON. 


Old Resident and Prominent Business- 
Man Passes Away After a 
Brief Eliness. 


John Little Stockton, for forty years a 
resident of Chicago, died after a brief ill-. 
ness at his residence at Highland Park yes- 
terday morning: The funeral will be held 
from the chapel in Graceland tomorrow aft- 
érnoon and will be private, 

Mr. Stockton was a brother of General 
Joseph Stockton of this city, and for nearly 
half a century had been prominently iden- 
tifled with almost every public movement 
that had for its purpose the improvement 
and betterment of Chicago. 

He was born at Pittsburg, Pa., in 1837, 
and came West when 20 years ofage. He 
followed various ocoupations, and within a 
few years accumulated a little fortune, 
which he judiciously invested in real estate. 
Of recent years he had been connected with 
his brother, General Stockton, in several 
business ventures, and at the time of his 
death was manager of the Joseph Stockton 
Transfer and Teaming company of this 
city. On several occasions during his life 
he had been offered public office, but had 
always steadfastly refused to enter politica. 

Thirty years ago Mr. Stockton married 
Miss Hattie Gardner, who survives him. 
For several years his health has been

HORSESHOES OF ALL SORTS. | 


Display in a State Street Window That 
Is Diverse and Unique in 
Its Character. 


In a show window on State street a unique 
display has been attracting crowds from 
morning until night. The usual contents of 
the window are of an artistic nature, and 
form an effective background for a most 
interesting collection of horseshoes dating 
back to the seventeenth century. There 
have evidently been great changes in this 
common article, and to horsemen, especially, 
the history of the horseshoe must be interest- 
ing, While to the casual observer it is amus- 
ing. There is one collection which includes 
the shoes of all of the winners in the English 
Derby, with their.colors tied on to the shoes, 
and all mounted together onaplaque. This 
makes a central figure, around which are 
scattered in most effective contrast the old- 
est and the most modern in wild confusion, 


ing pencils intended to be used with the 
gloves on, some of which are studded their 
entire length with various jewels, and some 
set with an immense carbuncle in the ends, 
these to be hung on the left hand end of the 
Dickens watch chain for convenience of the 
men, and daintler effects for the chatelaines 
of the ladies; scarf pins and stick pins for 


all, both in plain gold and in solid jewels 


set in platinum, representing horse heads, 
shoes, and actual spurs.

LATEST IN SILVER NOVELTIES. 


Combination in One Article Which Is 
Almost a Complete Mani- 
cure Set. 


Among silver novelties, perhaps the oddest 
is a combination in one article. which is 
almost a complete manicure set. This 1s 
about as long as a tooth brush, with the 
same kind of a silver handle, but in place of 
the usual bristles of the tooth brush is the 
ivory nail file with the pointed nail cleaner 
on the end, and opposite the file in one side 
is a felt polisher, of which both edges are 
studdéd with brush bristles. If there were 
only a tiny pair of scissors concealed in the 
handle somewhat in the same way as the 
pen in a penholder which can be put into 
the pocket the set would be complete. 

„The Elks are rejoicing in a new watch 
charm which is an elk's tooth set in a gold 
rim, with ring to suspend it from the watch 
chain. 7 

The latest good luck charm for women 
is the real clover leaf with its four tiny 
leaves beautifully pressed between two 
circles of glass and bound together with 
gold or silver rims. The whole is quite 
transparent and the identity of the four-leaf 
clover is evident This is also made for 
gentlemen in a good-sized scarf pin. The 
leaf which is found personally may be 
mounted in this way, and is said to bring 
more luck than the lucky penny, which has 
in years past been set in gold and jeweled 
cases as valuable souvenirs, many of them 
full of sentiment. 

The old-fashioned gutta percha daguerreo- 


tion is all in such exquisite workmanship as 
to attract the lover of the beautiful as well 
as of the antique. ä 

Beautifully chased sterling silver writing 
sets are now to be obtained in cases suitable 
for holiday presents. These contain, besides 
the silver penholder, seal, and scratcher, 
two novelties for the writing desk—a pen 
extracter and an eraser of novel shape. The 
pen extracter is composed of two parts and 
is heavily chased. These two parts are 
hinged together in such a way as to sep- 
arate at the center of the hinge and grip the 
most obstinate rusty pen, when it can be 
pulled out as neatly as a tooth by aid of the 
forceps. The rubber eraser is in the form 
of a cartridge of a large gun, the mctal case 
being filigree silver, with a white bristle 
brush in the other end for brushing away 
the litter which may be raised from the 
paper by the rubber. 

Another novelty which somewhat resem- 
bles the pen extracter is a cuff-button but- 
toner. This is for the opposite purpose, 
however, of putting the button in instead of 
taking it out, the latter being a compara- 
tively easy matter. This buttoner is all in 
one piece and bent double in the center. The 
ends are arranged so as to slide through the 
buttonhole easily and grip the button, then 
slide easily back again. This is especially 
convenient with link buttons, many of which 
are quite bunchy and hard to hold, to say 
nothing of putting them through the button- 
hole. ) 

The newest link buttons in plain gold have 
a coiled snake for the upper side of the cuff 
and a lizard for the lower side. These may 
be obtained in jeweled effects also, the em- 
eralds being the most effective. 

The newest combination paper weight and 
penwiper is a diminutive door mat of the 
brush-lined style, bristles occupying both 
the bottom and sides of the box. The box it- 
self is of sterling silver, with chased sides 
and felt cushion bottom so that it may not 
harm the polished finish of the desk. 

There is a glove buttoner in.gold of the 
hairpin style, with a convenient little box 
with snap lid on the handle. While this box 
is minute it will hold a tiny powder puff ora 
few bonbons for the matinée girl. 

The latest finish in precious metal orna- 
ments for all leather goods, such as pocket- 
books or belts, is the dull finish. In gold 
this is a dull Roman, and in silver a steel 
oxidized finish. Such ornaments are heavy 
in pattern and elaborate in style.

In clase contrast to these 
unique shoes lie the silvered shoes which 
have been used on Grover Cleveland’s driv- 
ing horses, while in the most astonishing 
contrast, are the great heavy shoes of the 
draft horses on the streets of Liverpool in 
1790, which look as if no living horse could 
carry one, to say nothing of four. The 
calks on these shoes are immense, being at 
least an inch and a half thick and wide, by 
six inches long across the front, and the 
back calks being cubes of the same dimen- 
sions, with a cross calk. The nail in one of 
the nail holes is fully as large, in comparison, 
with a great square head. Close to this lies 
the dainty, thin, almost solid plate which 
the Arabian horse wears on its slender foot. 
The shoe, without nails, but with rings hung 
to small rings, which are a part of the shoe 
in the lower ends of the shoe, and with a 
hinged ring which clamps upward, and is 
bound to the foot of a horse by a band 
brought through the rings, like an anklet, 
is equally unique, and the shoe which is 
made for snow climbing has great calks the 
size of railroad spikes. ö 
In this collection the modern shoes will 
probably be favorites, as they contain the 
fac similes of shoes of the favorites of this 
summer, John R. Gentry and Joe Patchen, 
in silver, while the real shoes in which Mari- 
on Mills paced on her last visit at Washing- 
ton Park race track are the latest addi- 
tions. These dainty shoes do not resemble 
the ridiculous shoe of the government mule 
of 1849, which was made for climbing the 
sand hills of Nebraska. 2 
In another window an immense and beauti- 
ful brass and silver tally-ho trumpet, a re- 
eent importation, heralds the coming horse 
show. The gold mounted harness forms a 
most effective frame for the more delicate, 
but not more artistic parts of the display. 
The whips and riding crops with horn, ivory, 
silver, and jeweled handles add a dash to 
what might prove otherwise a rather set 
effect; while among them are all the most 
beautiful flashes of silver and color from 
the exquisitely enameled flasks, cigaret, ci- 
gar, and match cases, so ‘much affected by 
horsemen. Besides are the racing glasses 
in, the lightest aluminium cases for 
the men, and jeweled lorgnettes 
for the ladies, in solid gold with 
special designs in jewels; immense jeweled 


lorgnette chains as exquisitely strung with 
jewels for the ladies, one chain being a con- 
tinuous string of jewels; briar and mottled 
amber pipe, the briar bowl beautifully in- 
laid with delicate silver designs for the 
men; dainty cigaret holders in gold with

An interesting and beautiful fragment of 


art was r at Alcudia, 
t August, which has led M. Léon 
e curator of the Museum of the 
Louvre, to advance the daring but plausible 
theory that the ancient Iberians possessed, 
previous to the Roman conquest, an indi; 


Spain, 


The fragment is a head and bust of a 
woman carved from calcareous stone, and 
was evidently a part of a tombal or votive 
statue. The type of the face, the headdress, 
the wheellike ornaments, and the jewelry 
are unmistakably Spanish. The conception 
is singularly precise and the execution re- 
markably skillful, which seems to indicate 
that the ancient Iberians were fond of em- 
phasis and declamation in their art. Traces 
of color are seen on the lips, the headdress, 
and parts of the tunic. The place where 
this remarkable piece of sculpture was 
found is near the site of an antique eity 
which was known to the Romans as Colonia 
Julia IIlici Augusta. 

Mrs. Cornelia Cassady Davis, formerly of 
Cincinnati, has opened a studio at 10 Van 
Buren street. Mrs. Davis has recently re- 
turned from the country of the Zufiis, the 
Moquls, and the Navajos, and has brought 
with her a number of canvases painted while 
among them. here are pictures showing 
the types of these people, their daily life, and 
some of their ceremonies. There are among 
these portraits of priests, weavers, silver- 
smiths, herders, young maidens, and even a 
slave. One would not expect to find 
slavery existing in the Territory of the 
United States, but the Navajos and more ag- 
gressive tribes possess Indians from other 
tribes.
